They had, 
therefore, reduced the amount, fixed upon this basis, to 190f., re 
serving, in case of a great variation in the taxes, to fix it anew.— 
They likewise propose to make the qualifying taxation for a Depu- 
ty 400f. instead of 500f. Upun the other points, such as the addi- 
tonal electors, the exclusion of certain functionaries, the admission 
of a portion of the taxation in favor of farmers, &c., the Committee 
presented some observations, but no amendments. The Chamber 
of Deputies fixgd the number of Deputies at 457; but the Commit- 
tee proposed it should be carried to 460, on account of four de- 
partments, where they considered an augmentation of one Deputy 
necessary M. Decazes then proceeded to amendments of minor 
importance, consisting principally of changes of the wording, which 
occupy the latter part of the report, and coneluded by bestowing a 
general tribute of praise upon the bill. Ordered to be printed.

Meanwhile Gen. Diebitsch’s army is suffer- 
ing severely from a scarcity of provisions, the severity of the season, 
and the badness of the roads. It is even imagined that he will scon 
be obliged to retreat to the Russian frontiers. Should this happen, 
his situation would be extremely dangerous, and the war may be prv- 
tracted for several campaigus. Some of the Polish commanders of 
corps have been extremely active and succ: ssful against the encmy. 
Genera! Dwernicki has dispersed the division ot General Kreutz.— 
He left Warsaw with only fuur pieces of artillery, and he has nuwa 
park of twenty guns captured fromthe enemy.

The accounts direct from Warsaw are to the 21st inclusive. On 
the 17th, the Governor Crukowieska, accompanied by his staff, view- | 
ed the fortifications of the city, the barricades in the streets, the 
meaus of defence in the private houses, and the batteries on the 
other side of the river. Among other particulars, it appears that 
mines are nade in several places, that many doors and windows are 
barricaded, and walls are buiit across tne streets, by which the city 
is divided into separate fortified quarters. i

on the Lith,a Russian battalion was surrounded at Uchamie, and 
compelled to surrender ; the prisoners had been brought to Zamore. 

** Unfavorable accounts had been received from Cracow respect- 
ing the heaith of Gen. Chlopicki; he was very serivusly ill. ; 

** The Polish soldigrs appear to be very burdensome to the citi- 
zens of Warsaw. ‘The Governor has issued a prociamation oa the 
subject. .

Arrival of the Poacock.—The U. 8. ship Peacock, Capt. 
M’Call, lasi from Havana, arrived at Boston on Sunday.— 
The Peacock has on board as prisoners, 2 pirates, brought 
from Trinidad, and formerly part of the crew of brig Orbit, 
of New York. The Boston Traveller furnishes the follov- 


ing account of their examination, previously to being com- 
mitted for trial. , 


Examination of the Pirates.—The two mutineers, Joseph Cafett, 
(a rg and Thomas Collonett (a mulatto) brought from Havana 
in the U.S. ship Peacock, was yesterday examined before Judge 
Davis of the U. S. District Court. The District Attorney, Mr. Dun- 
lap, read the aceusations against the prisoners, charging wem, in 
connexion with a Portuguese, Don ‘uan——, who acted as principal, 
with the murder of Capt. Samuel Woodbury, master of the brig Orbit, 
of New York, and plundering and taking possession of his vessel.— 
Mr. Dunlap then proceeded to the examination of witnesses, the 
most important of whom were Thomas Bowen and James Strike, 
seamen on board the Orbit. 

Bowen, & mulatto, testified that he was a native of Baltimere— 
that he shipped on board the brig Orbit, January 14th 1830, at Bahia, 
S. A. Samuel Woodbury, master, bound to the coast of Africa, 
where they arrived after about 40 days passage--that while there, 
the prisoners were shipped on board—that they came together—that 
also on board, wasa Portuguese, called Don Juan—; that Colonett 
said he came from the West Indies, Mexican Colonies—that no ac- 
cident happened to the ship, until the night of the 18th August, 25 
or 30 days after leaving the coast, when the witness was at the helm 
and the Captain asleep aft uponthe hen-coop. The Portuguese 
came forward andasked fur tobacco ; went again aft, when he cons 
versed with the prisoner. Witness heard blows aft, and looking in 
the direction, saw the Portugueee standing by the Capt. holding an 
axe, with which he saw him strike the captain two or three times 
upon the head ; after which he hauled him from the hen coap and ' 
threw him overboard.———Colonett at the same time was standing 
near with a harpoon in his hand, and when witness inquired what 
the Portuguese was doing, he told himto* hush.” They both ask- 
ed witness to be concerned in the murder. The Portuguese now 
took command of the vessel, with Colonett as mate; they divided 
the dollars and gold dust among them, and shaped theirfcourse for 
St.Thomas, as Colonett said he belonged there, and they could land 
without being discovered. Colonett, who can read and write, kept 
a journal, and, on the 18th day of August, he writes that the Captain 
died, (giving particulars) of a long and lingering disease ; to which 
were affixed the names of allthe crew The journal was produced 
in court. 

Strike corroborated the testimony of Bowen; said he joined the 
Orbit on the coast of Africa—that about the time of the murder -he 
hetrd conversation about taking the vessel, &c.—that he went be- 
low, when hearing a toise he went on deck, where he met the Por- 
tuguese holding au axe and knife who took hold of witness and used 
threates.ing language.

ford time for a farther deliberation on the cifect of the amendment. 
The house then adjourned.

Mr. Robinson reported on the bill to amend the law making books 
of accounts presumptive evidence, that inasmuch as the important 
principles of the bill are settled law, it is expedient that it should be 
passed. Agreed to. - 

The house took up the consideration of the resolution from the 
senate, proposing an amendment of the constitution, so as to au- 
thorise the legislature to reduce the dutits on the manufacture of 
salt, to six Cents on each bushel ; but not to reduce them below 
that sum, so long as such duties shall be pledged to the canal fund. 
The resolution was agreed to, ayes 67, noes 38. 

Mr. Schoonmaker offered the following resolution and preamble, 
which hie one day on the tabie of course . 

Whereas various memorials have been presented to the Jegislature 
of this state, complaining of Henry Seymour, acting canal commis- 
sioner, leading to expensive and protracted investigations in our 
legislative proceedings, whic! can only be avoided by kis removal ; 
and whereas frequent changes of public officers clothed with extra- 
ordinary powers tends to restore the confidence of the people, and is 
promotive of a vigilant discharge ot official duty: Therefore 

Resolved, (if the senate concur) that Henry Seymour .is removed 
from the office of canal commissioner of this state. 

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 

The House took up the consideration of the amendment of the 
Senate to the bill to abolish imprisonment for debt, &c. The house 
on Saturday cencurred in alithe amendments of the Senate, except 
the time for the bill to go into effect. The amendment of the Sen 
ate gave the dill effect, on subsequent contracts, on the first of June 
next, and on existing contracts, the Ist of March, 1822. The 
amendineht was opposed by Messrs. J. C. Spencer, Fillmore, and 
Jermain, as providing two systems for-the collection of debts, diffi- 
cult to be understood, and us leading to great confusion in our legal 
proceedings and oppression towards the debtor. . 

Messrs. Morehouse, Watson and Fowler were in favor of the a- 
mendmeat; and it was intimated by Mr. Watson, that the evident 
willingness of those who had exhibted great zeal in favor of the bill, 
to non-concur, and thus send it back to the senate, locked like an 
attempt to give it the go-by. 

On motion of Mr. J. C. Spencer, the vote amending the phrasco- 
logy of the amendinent of the senate, was reconsidered. 

r. Stwell then moved to strike out the entire amendment of 
the eenate, for the purpose of inserting a medium time for the en © 
tire operation, and thus avoid its operation at two different times.— 
The motion prevailed, 72 rising in favor of it. 

The time for giving the bill effect being now in blank, 

Mr. Morehouse moved to fill the blank with the Ist January, 1833. 
Lost. 

Mr. Juliand moved the Ist January, 1832 ; which was also lost, 
58 to 37. 

Mr. Stilwell moved the Ist Dec. next; which was carried without 
acount. 

The amendments of the senate, as amended, were then agreed to, 
and the bill returned to that body. 

The house rejected the resolution to appoint a joint committee to | 
examine the state prisons in this state, and toreport suggested im- 
provements, &c. at the next session of the legislature, ayes 11, 
noes 87. 

The honse rejected the bill relative to the public school society in 
the city of N. Y., ayes 7, noes 84. It was supported by Mr. Myers, 
as Calculated to extend the blessings of our common school system, 
and opposed by Messrs. Livingston and Jarvis, as allowing infant 
schoo!s to participste in the comnion school moneys, to the manifest 
injury of that system. . 

Bills read a third time and passed :—For acknowledging powers 
of attorney to be used in justices courts; to incorporate the vil- 
lage of Weedsport. 

fhe committee of the whole, took up the bill from the senate, to 
enlarge the powers of the comptroller relative to the bank fund, and 
to increase the salary of the bank commissioners. The committee 
rose and reported ; and the house adjourned.

Mr. Presipent, 

It being my turn to Lecture, I be give some thou ghts on this 
important question, viz. Whether m@@kind, in society, reap all the 
advantages trom their natural and equal nghts of property in land 
and liberty, which in that state they possibly may, and ought to ex- 

t? Andas I hope you, Mr. President, and the good company 
ere, ate sincere friends to truth, {am under no apprehensions of 
giving offence by defending her cause with freedom. _ 

That property in land and liberty among men, in a sthte of nature, 
ought to be equal, few, one would faia hope, would be fovlish 
enough to deny. Therefore, taking this to be granted, the country 
of any people, in a native state, is properly their common, in which 
each of them has «n equal property, with free liberty to sustain him- 
self and family with the animals, fruits, and other products thereof. 
Thus such a peopie reap jointly the whole advantages of their coun- 
try, or neighborhood, without having their rights in so doing, called 
in question by any. not even by the most selfish and corrupt. For 
upon what must they live, if not upon the productions of the coun- 
try in which they reside ? Surely to deny them that right is, in ef- 
fect, denying them a right to live.-—Well, methinks some are now 
ready to say, but is it not lawful, reasonable, and jnst for this people 
to seil, or make a present, even of the whole of their country, or 
common, to whem they will, to be held by them and their heirs, even 
for ever? 

To this I answer, If their posterity require no grosser materials 
to live and move upon than air, it would certainly be very ill-na- 
tured, to dispute their right of parting with what of their own, their 
posterity would never have occasion for; but if their posterity can 
not live bnt as grossly as they do, the same gross materials must be 
left them to live upon. For a right to deprive any thing of the means 
of living, supposes a right to deprive it of life ; and this right ances- 
tors are not supposed to have over their posterity. 

Hence it is plain, that the land or earth, in any country or neigh- 
bourhood, with any thing in or on the sawe, or pertaining thereto, 
belongs at ali times to the living inhabitants of the same country or 
neig!.bourhood in an equal manner. Fo, as I said before, there is 
no hving but on land and its productions, consequently, what we 
cannot live without, we h ve the same property in as in our lives. 

Now, as society ought properly to be nothing but a mutual agree- 
ment among the inhabitants of a country, to maintain the natural 
rights and privileges ofone anotHer agamst all opposers, whether 
foreign or domestic, it should lead one to expect to find those rights 
and privileges no farther infringed upon, among men pretending to 
be in that state, than necessity absolutely required. I say again, it 
should lead one to think so. But I am afraid, whoever does wil! be 
mightily mistaken. Hewever, as the truth here is of much impor- 
tance to be known, let it be boldly sought out ; in order to which, it 
may not be improper to trace the present method of holding jand 
among men in society, from its original 

If we look back to the origin of the present nations, we shall see 
that the land, with all its appurtenances, was claimed by a few, and 
divided among themscives, in as assured a manner as if they had 
manufactured it, and it had been the work of their own hands; and 
by being unquestioned, or not called to an account for such usurpa- 
tions and unjust claims, they fell snto a habit of thinking, or, which 
is the same thing to the rest of mankind, of acting as ifthe earth 
was made for or by them, and did not scruple to call it their own 
property, which they might dispose of without regard to any other 
living creature in the unjverse. Accordingly they did so, and no 
man, more than any other creature, could claim a right to so much 
as a blade of grass, or a nut, ur an acorn, a fish or a fowl, or any na- 
tural production whatever, though to save his life, without the per- 
mission of the pretended proprietor ; and nota foot of land, water, 
rock, or heath, but was claimed by one or other of those lords: so 
that all things, men as well as other creatures who lived, were ob!i- 
ged to owe their lives to some or other’s property; comsequentiy 


asthe wood, herbs, &c. they were nourished by the soil. And so 
we find, that whether they lived, multiplied, worked, or sought, it 
was ail for their respective lords,and they, God blegsthem ! most 
graciously accepted of uliastheirdue. For, by granting the means 
of life, they granted the life itself, and of course they had a mglit to 
all the services and advantages that the life or death of tue creatures 
they gave life to could yield. 

hus the title of gods seems suitably enough applied to such great 


too great by poor, dependent, needy wretches, to such mighty and 
all sufficient aos in whom they seemed to live and move and have 
their being. Thus were the first land-holders usurpers and tyrants; 
and all who have since possessed their lands, have done so by right 
of inheritance, purchase, &c. from them; and the present proprie- 
tors, like their predecessors, are proud to own it, and like them 
00, they exclude al] others from the least pretence to their respec- 
tive properties. And any one of them still can, by laws of their 
own making, oblige every living creature to remove from off his pro- 


cution;) so, of consequence, were all the land holders to be of 
one mind, and determined to take their property into their own 
hands, all the rest of mankind might go to heaven if they would, for 
there would be no place found for them here Thus men may not 
live in any part of this wold, not even where they are born, but as 
strangers, and by the permission of the pretender tothe property 
thereof: which permission is for the most part paid extravagantly 
for, and they are stil] advancing the terms of permission, though ma 

ny people are sostrattened to pay the present demands, that it is 
believed in a short time, if they hold on, there will be few to grant 
the favourto. And those Land-makers, as we shall call them, jas- 
tify all this by the practice of other manufacturers, who take all

Citizen Reader—Pray what is all this ado you make about Land- 
iurds, and Tenants, at.d Parishes? We don’t understand you. 

Author—Thuat is surprising. I thought I had been very plain. But 
none are so blied as those who will not see. But the reason why I 
trouble you with my little publications, is, that 1 wish to teach you 
ihe Rights of Man. 

Reader—Rights of Man! What ?— Don’t we yet know enough of 
the Rights of Man? 

Author—No. ' . 

Rea 'er—No! do you say? After all that Paine, Thellwell, and 
other Philosophers, and the French Republic have taught us, do we 
not yet know the Rights of Man? 

Author—No. 

Reader—Does not the whole Rights of Man consist ina fair, 
equ’!, and impartial representation of the People in Parliament ? 

Author—No. Nobody ought to have right of suffrage or rcpre- 
sentation in a society wherein they have no property. As none are 
suffered to meddle in the affairs of a benefit society or corporation, 
but those who are members, by having a property therein, so none 
have aright to vote or interfere in the affairs o! government of a 
country who have no right to the soil; because such are and ought 
to be accounted strangers. 

Reader.—Do you then account men born in a country as strangers 
to it, and unworthy of suffrage, that unfortunately may have no land- 
ed property ? 

Author.—Most certainly Ido. Especially such men as being a!raid 
to look their mghts in the face, have disiranchised and alienated 
themselves, by deuying and renouacing all claim to the soil of their 
birth, and profess to be content with the * Right of property in the 
fruits of their industry, ingenuity, and good fortune.” This is a 
rightof property that a Hottentot, a Chinese, or a native of the 
Moon may claim among us, as well as you. Wherefore, as you are. 
content with the property of a fureiguer, pray do likewise be con- 
tent with the privileges of a foreigner. 

Reader. I tell you, we have a right to universal suffrage, as well 
as to the fruits of our labour. 

Author.—And I tell you, that such Lacklanders as you have no 
right to suffrage at all. For you are to all intents and purposes as 
much foreigners as the Jews. For if birth gave a title many of them 
might claim as much as you, having becn born in the country, and 
perhaps too through as many generations. So it is not birth but 
ptoperty that gives right to suffrage in a society. Sure you do not, 
by your suffrages, want to interfere in the estates and properties of 
other men? You own that the landed interest are the legal propri- 
etors of their estates, and of course, the Jegal possessors of the fuun- 
tains of life ; and yet, by your universal suffrage you want to modi- 
fy to your liking, these very estates which you allow to be private 
property! You say that noone has a right to set a price on your la- 
bour, yet you want to cramp others in the disposal of what you al- 
low to be as much their right. You say you would abolish the right 
of primogemture : you would tax all,estates actording to their va- 
lue ; prevent the monopoly of farms; abolish the game-laws; and 
thus—and thus-—at your whim, you would fashion, reduce, melt, 
and pare down private property, contrary to your cwn fundamental 
maxims of right and wrong. Pray be consistent ;. and let us know, 
before you begin, where you mean to leave off. If the Rights of 
Man be definable, as I believe they are, let them be accurately defi- 
ned, and then let them be sacred. Ttie is the only way to procure 
unanimity of sentiment, and prevent anarchy. Is it necessary that 
our rights, like the rainbow, should always recede from us aé we ad- | 
vance? Are they to-day to be subject to this decree, and to-morrow 
to that, as it p!easeth a few of our leading demagogues, who only 
wish us to know in part, that they may lead us like men upona se- 
cretexpedition. Does not this look as ifthey longed to fish in dark 
and troubled waters ? 

Reader.— Are we then, because we have no land, to do nothing in 
our own defence against oppression ? 5 
Author.—If you don’t like the country, and the oppression in it, 
may leaveit. You have no more right to this country than to any 
other. While you allow the justice of private property in land, you 
justify every thing the landed interest do, both in their own estates 
ann in the Government, for the country is theirs ; and what you call 
oppression, is only their acting consistently with their interest, and 
they certainly have a right to govern their own property, and what 
affects it. Soasby your own confession you have neither part nor 
lot among them, you are of consequence only strangers and sojourn- 
ers. Wherefore the landed interest act infinitely more consistent 
in debarring such unprincipled Legislators from interfering among 
them, thaa you do in somsoding et which are inexplicable. No- 
ble architects, truly ; who would pull down before you know what 
tobuild. Who, to serve some temporary purpose, perhaps of plun- 
der, would put all things in astate of requisition, and then suffer

one ought to live by his business as wellas he can, and consequently 
se ought Land-makers. Now having before supposed it both proved 
and allowed, that mankind have as equal and just a property in land 
as they have in liberty, air. or the light and heat ofthe sun, and 
having also considered upon what hard couditions they enjoy those 
common gifts of nature, it is plainthey are far from reaping all the 
advantages from them, which they may and ought to expect. 

But lest it should be said, that a system whereby they may rea; 
mere advantages consistent with the natyre of society cannot be 
propesed, I will attempt toshew you the outiines of sucha plan. 

Let it be supposed then, that the whole people in some country, 
after much reasoning and deliberation, should conclude, that every 
man has an equal property in the land in the neighbourhood where 
he resides. ‘They therefore resolve, that if they live in society to- 
gether, it shall only be with a view, that every one may reap all the 
benefits from their natural rights and privileges possible. There- 
fore, a day is appointed on winch the inhabitants of each parish 
meet, in their respective parishes, to take their long-lost rights into 
possession, and to form themselves into corporations. So, then each 
parish becomes a corporation, and all the men who are inhabitants 
become members or burgers. The land wrhall that appertains tv 
it, is in every parish mude the property of the corporation or pa- 
rish, with as ample power to let, repair or alier all, or any part there 
of, asa lord of the manor enjoys over his lands, houses, &c. but 
the power of alienating the least morsel, in any manner, from the- 
parish, either at this or any time hereafter, is demed. For it iss 
lemuly agreed to, by the whole nation, that a parish that shal! eithe: 
sell, or give away, any part of its landed property, shail be looked 
upon with as much horray and detestation, and used by them as ti 
they had sold ali their children to be slaves, or massacred them with 
their own hands. Thusare there no more nor other Jandlords, in 
the whole couatry, than the parishes ; and each of them is sovere'gn 
landlord of :ts own territories. 

There you may behold the rent, which the people have paid into 
the parish treasuries, employed by each parish in paying the govern- 
ment so much per pound to make up the sum which the parhament 
or nationa) representation at any time think requisite, in maintain- 
ing and relieving its own poor, and people out of work; in paying 
the necessary Officers their salaries ; in building, repairing, and 
adorning its houses, bridges, and other structures ; in making and 
maintaining convenient and delightful streets, highways, ana passa- 
ges both for foot and carriages; in making and maintaining canals 
and other conveniences for trade and — ; in planting and 
taking in waste grounds; in providing and keeping up a magazine of 
ommunition and al] sorts of arms sufficient for all its inhabitants mn 
case of danger from enemies ; im premiums for the encouragement 
of agriculture, or any thing el e thought a of encouragement ; 
and, in a word, in doing whatever the people think proper ; and not 
as formerly, to support and spread luxury, pride, and all manner of 
vice. As for corruption in ciections, it has tow no being or cffeet 
among them ; all affairs to be determined by voting erther in a full 
meeting of a parish, its committees, or in the house of Representa- 
tives, are done by balloting, so that votings, or elections among 
them, occasion no animositie rnone need to let another know 
for which side he votes; allt can be done, therefore, to gain a 
majority of votes for any thing, is to make it appear in the best light 
possible by speaking or writing. 

Among them government does not meddle in every trifle; but on 
the contrary, allowsto each parish the power of putting the laws 
in force in ali cases, and does not interfere, but when they act mani- 
festly tu the prejudice of society, and the rights and liberties of 
mankind as established in their glorious constitution and laws.— 
For the judgment of a parish may be as much depended upox 18 
that of a house of lord-, because they have as little to fear from 
speaking or voting according to truth, as they. _ 
A certain number of neighboring parishes, as those i town or 
country, chocse delegates to represent them in Parliament, Senate, 
or Congress, and each of them pays equally towards their mainte- 
nance. They are chosen thus: al) the candidates are proposed in 
every parish on the same day, when the election by balloting imme- 
diately proceeds in all the _— at once to prevent too great a 
concourse at one place, and they who are found to have the majority 
on the proper survey of the several pole books acknowledged to be 
their representatives. ~ 
A man by dwelliag a whole yeariv any parish becomes a parish- 
ioner, or member of its corporation ; and retains that privilege, till 
he lives a full year in some cther, when he becomes a member in 
that parish, and immediately loses all his right to the former forever, 
unless he choose to go back and recover it, by dwellin 
yearthere. Thus none can be a member of two pariah 
and yet is always a member of one, though he move eves soolt.  ¢ 
If in any parish should be dwelling strangers from foreign nations, 
or people from differeut parishes, whe by sickness or other casaal- 
ties should become so necessitous asto require relief before they 
had acquired a settlement by dwelling a full year therein ; then this 
parish, as if it were their proper settlement, immediately takes 
them under its humane protection, andthe expences thus mecurred 
by any parish in providing for those not properly their own poor, 
being takey on account of, is deducted by the parish, out of the 
first payment made to the state. Thos poor strangers being the 
puor of the State, are not fochod seems 7 their neighbors where

Besides, as each man has a vote in al! the ge his parish, and 
for his owa sake must wish well tothe public, the land is let ia 
very small farms, which makes employment for 4 great number of 
hands, and makes more victualling of all kinds be raised. 

_ There are no tolls or taxes of any kind paid pmong them, by na- 
tive or foreigner, but the aforesaid rent. The government, poor, 
roads, $c. &c. as seid before, are all maintained by the parishes with 
the rent: on wnich accounts all wares, mamuifactures, allowable 
trade, employment, or actions, are entirely duty-free. Freedom to 
do any thing whatever cannot there be bought ; a thing is either en- 
tirely prohibited as theft or murder ; #* entirely free to every one 
without tax or price. 4 

When houses, lands, or any tenements become vacant, they are let 
publicly by the parish officers in seven years lease, to the best bid- 
der. ‘This way prevents collusion to the prejudice of the parish re- 
venue, and likewise prevents partiality . 

Methtwks I now behold the parish republics, like fraternal or be- 
nefit societies, each met at quarter-duy to pay their rents and to set- 
tle their accounts, as weil with the state as with all their parochi:| 
officers and workmen, their severul accounts having been examincd 
some days before. 

On that day, which ia always a day, not, as now of sorrow, but of 
gladnese, when the rents are all paid in, and the sum total proclai 
med, the first account to be settled isthe demand made by the na- 
tional representation of so much per pound in behalf of the state, 
which sum is eet apart to be sent to the national treasury. Another 
sum is also set apart for the parish treasury to answer eontingen- 
cies till next quarter-day. Next the salaries of the parish officcrs 
are paid. Then are paid the respeetive bills of their workmen as 
masons, bricklayers, carpenters, glazicrs, painters, &c. who have 
been employed in building or repairing the houses and other parisl: 
buildings. After these comes the pavers, lamplighters, watchmen, 
scavengers, and all the other work people employed by the parish to 
receive their demands, until none remain. Then the residue of 
the public money or rents, after all public demands are thus satisfied, 
which is always two-thirds, more or less, of the whole sum collect- 
ted, comes lastly to be disposed of, which is the most pleasant part 
of tMe business to every one. ‘he numberof parishioners, and the 
sum thus left to be divided among them being announced, each, with - 
out respect of persons, is sent home joyfully with an equal share. 

So if by sickness or mischance, 
To poverty some wane, 

Their dividend of rents will come, 
To set them up again. 


But what makes this prospect yet more glorious, is, that after thie 
empire of right and reason is thus established, it will stand forever. 
Force and corruption attempting its downfall shall equally be baf- 
fled, and all other nations, struck with wonder and admiration at its 
happiness and stability, shall follow the example ; and thus the 
whole earth shall at last be happy, and live like brethren.
